Dorr,  September  16,  1937,  as  matron  of  Cottage  C.    Since  then  she 
has  worked  in  maity  different  capacities  here  including  supervision 
in  kitchen  and  dining  areas,  cleaning  supervision  and  as  matron  in 
all  but  one  cottage.    After  Ifr.  Dorr  left  the  school  she  worked  un- 
der Superintendents  E.  B.  "Buck**  Winters,  Samuel  R.  McCleary  and 
Carl  Horn  and  is  at  present  working  under  Superintendent  Casper  Wol- 
howe.    This  fall  marks  her  twentieth  year  and  she  plans  to  retire 
but  as  yet  has  no  definite  future  plans. 

Ifrs  •  Fraser  was  given  a  room  in  what  was  then  known  as  the  main 
office  building  when  she  arrived  at  the  school.    The  building  is  now 
being  used  exclusively  as  a  school  but  Mrs.  Fraser  has  lived  in  var- 
ious rooms  in  this  building  throughout  her  entire  stay.    At  present 
she  is  the  sewing  room  matron  and  also  supervises  a  few  boys  in  clean- 
ing the  main  floor  of  the  school  building. 

It  is  to  Mrs.  Mary  Ellen  Fraser  that  we  proudly  dedicate  the 
1957  BEAVER.    We  congratulate  her  for  her  long  and  faithful  service 
to  S.  I.  S.  diaring  the  past  twenty  years.    We  wish  her  many  happy 
memories  and  express  our  thanks  for  her  reliable  service.

Fotarth,  we  per- 
ceive playfulness  for  even  the  busy  beavers  take  time  to 
play  their  version  of  hide  and  seek  along  with  swimming, 
diving  and  racing.    Like  the  beaver  we  all  need  fun.

So  endowed, 
successful  futures  can  be  assured  for  each  of  us— but 
only  with  employment  of  the  aforementioned  sinple  regi- 
mentations that  govern  the  life  of  the  beaver.  Summarily, 
these  ares    cooperation,  work,  study,  play  and  readiness. 
We  can  be  justly  proud  of  our  name.

Academic  Training 


Th«  academic  program  of  the  State  Industrial  School,  both  elementary  and  sec- 
ondary, closely  parallels  the  curriculum  in  the  public  schools.    The  requirements 
for  eighth  grade  promotion  and  high  school  graduation  are  in  accordance  with  the 
standardised  school  policy  in  the  state  of  Montana* 

The  1956-1957  faculty  of  the  State  Industrial  School  consists  of  eight  members 
instructing  In  a  curriculum  inclusive  of  thirty-four  courses— nineteen  of  which  are 
on  the  secondary  level* 

Two  members  of  the  academic  staff  instruct  on  the  secondary  level  only*  Two 
mesoibers  instruct  on  the  elementary  level  only.    The  remaining  four  teachers  instruct 
on  both  the  elementary  and  secondary  levels. 

The  following  courses  were  taught  this  year  in  the  Industrial  School:  American 
Government,  American  History,  arithmetic,  arts/crafts,  auto  shop,  bookkeeping,  civil 
government,  English  I,  English  II,  English  III,  general  business,  general  mathema- 
tics, general  shop,  geography,  health,  journalism,  language  and  grammar,  physical 
education,  public  speaking,  reading,  remedial,  science,  shop  mathematics,  shorthand, 
social  studies,  spelling,  typing  I,  typing  II,  vocational  agriculture,  world  history 
and  -fKTiting* 

In  order  to  comply  wi13i  a  recent  science  requirement  for  this  year's  freshman 
group,  as  stipulated  by  the  department  of  education,  -Uie  Industrial  School  must  add 
to  its  curriculum  a  science  course  on  the  secondary  level*    At  present,  science  is 
offered  on  the  elementary  level  exclusively.    Another  feature  of  additional  requi- 
sites for  a  high  school  diploma,  eminating  from  the  department  of  education,  in- 
cludes at  least  two  years  of  mathematics*    Our  curriculum  is  Bieeting  idiis  require- 
ment at  the  present  time  with  courses  in  shop  mathematics  and  general  mathematics 
being  offered*    However,  it  is  planned  that  courses  in  algebra  and  geometry  may 
also  be  taught  in  the  near  future* 

With  fee  above  thoughts  and  desire  in  mind,  it  is  reasonable  to  plan  and  anti- 
cipate an  educational  budget  that  will  support  an  expansive  Academic  Progjram— a 
program  that  not  only  meets  the  requirements  for  high  school  graduation  as  set 
fortfe  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  but  also  a  program  -tiiat  is 
adapted  to  the  special  needs  of  the  students  in  the  Industrial  School.

ROOM  4 


Mr,  Melvin  Mohler  taught  a  total  of  thir-ty»t«ro  boys  in  two  classes «    Hi®  elais 
room -was  the  old  business  office. 

In  vocational  agriculture  he  had  eighteen  boys.    In  addition  to  th©  class  room 
equipment  which  is  new  to  S.I.S,  this  year,  Ifr,  Mohler  received  monthly  bulletins 
from  Montana  State  College  at  Bozeman  for  use  in  the  class.    The  primary  purpose  of 
the  ag^riculture  class  was  to  develop  skills  and  knowledge  which  will  enable  students 
to  become  better  farmers  or  farmworkers.    One  project  of  the  class  was  the  organi" 
zation  of  demonstration  teams  Tnjhich  consisted  of  two  or  three  boys.    They  demonstrat' 
ed  farm  procedure  such  as,  how  to  feed  animals  correctly,  how  to  use  machines  cor»* 
rectly,  and  how  to  make  simple  machines. 

In  shop  tmih  Mr,  Mohler  had  fourteen  students.    The  objeotiT@s  of  this  olaas 
were  to  gain  a  knowledge  of  math  necessary  in  shop  work  and  to  learn  how  to  apply 
the  fundamentals  of  simple  mathematics  to  a  job  or  profession  which  the  student 
might  be  working  at  later  on, 

ROOM  101 

Ifrs,  Edna  Thomas*  elementary  class  had  a  smaller  enrollment  this  year  than  in 
the  past.    She  had  "twelve  boys  this  year  ranging  in  ages  from  ten  to  sixteen,  Thi^ 
enabled  each  boy  to  receive  a  great  deal  of  individiml  help  which  was  needed,  as  all 
the  boys  were  doing  remedial  work.    Some  boys  learned  how  to  do  simple  arithmetic* 
Others  were  doing  fifth  and  sixth  grade  work. 

"One  of  our  main  projects  this  year,"  said  Mrs.  Thomas,  "was  to  learn  as  much 
as  possible  about  the  history  and  geography  of  our  own  country  and  state.  Some  of 
this  was  accomplished  by  taking  imaginary  trips  and  by  reading  books," 

In  art  class  the  boys  expressed  themselves  by  clay  modeling,  drawings  and  hand- 
work such  as  beading,  braiding,  and  leather  work. 

The  most  important  lesson  all  the  boys  tried  to  learn  this  year  was  to  work  and 
to  live  together  more  pleasantly  by  respecting  each  other's  rights. 

ARTS  &  CRAFTS 

Mr,  Harold  Anderson  instructed  the  arts  and  crafts  classes.    Altogether  he 
taught  twenty-two  boys.    Seven  of  these  boys  were  seventh  graders  and  the  rest  were 
eighth  grade  boys, 

"The  objectives  of  the  class,"  said  Mr,  Anderson,  "are  to  teach  the  boy  how  to 
use  his  hands  and  his  creative  initiative  in  producing  a  thing  of  art  or  craft  out 
of  the  rou^  material  available.    Many  boys  found  that  they  had  unknown  talent  and 
ability  and  became  interested  in  projects  and  possible  future  hobbies.    Variety  in 
subjects  and  material  to  stimulate  the  interests  of  all  students  is  our  desire," 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Mr,  James  Butler  was  the  physical  education  instructor  this  year.    He  taught 
more  than  one  hundred  boys  in  three  classes. 

Due  to  lack  of  equipment  the  classes  were  limited  to  basketball  and  Softball, 
Physical  exercises  were  also  given.    The  objectives  of  Mr,  Butler *s  physical  educa- 
tion instruction  were  to  teach  the  boys  good  sportsmanship,  physical  gymnastics,  and 
group  participation,    Mr,  Butler  feels  that  much  was  accomplished  in  promoting  group 
sportsmanship  this  year. 


ROOM  303 


Mrs,  Helen  Hawke  was  the  English  teacher  in  Room  303  this  year.    She  taught 
three  high  school  English  classes  and  two  remedial  classes,    Mrs,  Hawke  was  in  charge 
of  the  Stanford  Achievement  Tests  given  to  the  boys  in  junior  high  school.    She  also 
gave  Henmon  Nelson  Intelligence  tests  to  all  school  boys*    Mrs,  Hawke  kept  a  bulletin 
board  of  current  events  and  activities  arotmd  the  school. 


In  English  I  Mrs ,  Hawke  "teught  fifteen  boys  •    In  English  II  she  had  twren-ty-f  ive 
students.    There  were  nine  boys  in  English  III,    In  her  remedial  classes  she  -teiu^t 
twelve  students • 

The  work  in  English  consisted  of  literature,  granmar,  composition,  and  oral 
talks.    In  literature  stories,  poems,  plays  and  novels  were  the  min  features.  The 
material  helped  boys  to  gain  appreciation  of  good  literature.    Plays  dramatized  in 
class  helped  the  boys  gain  expression.    The  remedial  classes  worked  on  individual 
scholastic  problems.    These  classes  also  studied  reading,  i^elling  and  arithmetic. 

This  year  Mrs,  Hawkers  room  received  teen-age  books  for  the  boys.    The  car- 
penter shop  built  and  installed  a  storage  cupboard. 


ROOM  201 


Miss  Joyce  Pikkula  taught  general  mathematics,  eighth  grade  arithmetic,  seventh 
grade  arithmetic,  algebra,  and  journalism  last  year.  New  Journalism  text  hooks  were 
purchased  last  year. 

In  general  mathematics  students  learned  new  me-tihods  of  mathematics  and  wer©  en- 
couraged to  think  more  analytically,  an  achievement  which  they  -will  find  valuable  in 
everyday  living. 

In  eighth  grade  arithmetic  examples  of  progress  were  prepared  for  the  boys*  pro- 
TTiotion  folders.    The  seventh  grade  class  was  introduced  to  decimals  and  percent,  i 
large  part  of  the  year  was  spent  in  studying  these  concepts. 

Journalism  students  published  the  monthly  school  papers,  produced  l^ie  year  book^ 
and  studied  journalism  from  the  text  book.    They  were  responsible  for  interviewing, 
writing,  correcting,  and  preparing  rough  copies  and  stencils,  as  well  as  organizing 
and  distributing  the  BOYS  MESSENGER,    The  students  became  aware  of  the  need  for 
accuracy  and  as  a  result  are  now  very  critical  newspaper  readers, 

ROOM  202 

Typing,  bookkeeping,  general  business  and  shorthand  classes  are  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  David  Shank,    An  addition  was  added  to  the  comercial  room  last 
year  by  rearranging  the  old  principal's  office  for  use  as  a  bookkeeping  room. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  beginning  classes  in  tjrping,  bookkeeping  and  short- 
hand was  to  learn  caid  apply  skills.    In  advanced  typing,  letter  writing  and  arrange- 
ment were  emphasized.    General  business  students  learned  to  keep  books  and  to  pre- 
pare financial  reports, 

Mr.  Shank  taught  a  total  of  forty-five  boys  in  his  classes.    All  classes  par- 
ticipate in  the  Gregg  Awards  Program,    Bookkeeping  awards  are  given  for  keeping  books 
accurately,    T3rping  awards  are  given  for  typing  at  a  high  rate  of  speed  with  a 
maximtim  of  five  errors, 

ROOM  301 

Seventh  grade  English,  reading,  and  spelling  wer©  taught  by  Mr,  Nil©  Walker  t© 
eleven  boys.    He  taught  eighth  grade  English,  reading,  and  spelling  to  eighteen  boys. 
He  also  taught  eighth  grade  science.    In  ninth  grade  English  Mr,  Walker  had  fifteen 
students.    Public  speaking  class  had  an  enrollment  of  nineteen, 

**There  has  been  no  new  equipment  added  this  year,  but  the  room  is  quit©  com-

The  varsity  athletic  program  at  the  State  Industrial  School  confines  its  activ- 
ities to  football,  basketball,  track,  baseball,  boxing,  wrestling,  and  swimrning.  Th3 
"Beaver"  football,  basketball,  track,  and  baseball  teams  participate  in  the  Class  "C" 
District  Four  Conference,    Once  again  the  State  Industrial  School  entered  the  Mont- 
ana High  School  Wrestling  Tournament  at  Bozeman  and  gained  a  fourth  place  in  the 
ninety-five  pound  weight  division* 

Two  trophies  have  been  captured  by  the  boys  participating  in  the  school's  box- 
ing program.    The  "best  fighter"  trophy  vra.s  awarded  to  S«I«S.  at  Ekalaka,  Montana 
and  the  "best  boxer"  trophy  v^as  won  at  Mariaarth,  North  Dakota.*    At  this  writing  we 
are  conteniplating  entering  our  boxers  in  the  A.A.U,  Tournament  to  be  held  this  year 
in  Butte,  Montana, 

The  presence  of  a  swimming  pool  in  our  gynmasixim  has  made  it  possible  for  the 
school  to  enter  state  svrrin  meets  with  pleasing  results,    "UTe  plan  to  enter  a  few  boys 
in  the  Fourth  Annual  Montana  State  Indoor  Swim  Championships  at  Boseman  this  spring. 

The  more  concentrated  effort  in  our  varsity  program  centers  around  football, 
basketball,  track,  and  baseball,    '^e  v/ere  most  pleased  with  our  football  and  basket- 
ball teams  this  past  season^,  and  look  forward  with  optimism  to  the  oncoming  track 
^^nd  baseball  season  with  the  emphasis  on  our  baseball  program© 

In  no  way  attempting  to  belittle  the  success  of  our  football  team,  perhaps  the 
nost  outstanding  team  effort  came  from  the  "Beaver"  basketball  team.    Only  once  did 
the  team  lose  on  their  home  floor,  and  that  defeat,  by  a  six  point  margin,  was  ad- 
ministered by  the  State  Tournament  bound  Wibaux  Longhorns ,    The  "Beavers"  enjoyed 
the  second  place  position  In  the  conference  until  the  final  ball  game  of  the  season-- 
a  loss  that  dropped  them  into  third  place  for  the  season's  standings. 

On  a  last  second  basket  by  the  Terry  Terriers,  the  "Beavers"  lost  the  game  that 
would  have  paired  iiiem  with  Wibaux  in  the  championship  game  in  the  District  Four 
Conference  Tournament, 

Much  can  be  said  for  th©  "Beavers"  fighting  spirit  and  determination  to  win 
respect,  as  well  as  gajnes^,  during  the  basketball  season •

Vocational  Training 


AUTO  SHOP 


Mr,  Melvin  Mohler,  chief  of  shops  and  mintenance ,  manages  the  auto  shop, 
Under  the  supervision  of  Mr*  li^rk  Espinosa  twelve  boys  work  on  this  detail* 

The  general  work  of  this  detail  includes  repair  and  overhaul  work  as  needed  on 
all  motor  vehicles,  farm  tractors,  and  farm  machinery. 

Many  improvesients  have  been  made  on  this  detail.    New  equipment  includes  a  7 
inch  metal  shaper  and  a  72  inch  bed  lathe.    A  new  tool  crib  for  better  tool  control 

and  an  improved  machine  shop  were  greatly  needed  additions » 

A  good  training  program  for  the  boys  includes  auto  mechanics,  trouble  shooting, 
machine  shop  practice  and  arc  and  oxy-aoetylene  welding. 

CARPENTER  SHOP 

Mr.  Melvin  Mohler,  chief  of  shops  and  maintenance,  manages  the  carpenter  shop. 
L/Ir.  C.  P.  Frederickson,  Bfr.  Alford  Schiller  and  Sfr.  E.  B.  Asay  are  the  supervisors. 
There  are  between  thirty-foiir  and  thirty-six  boys  on  this  detail  including  "all  day" 
boys  as  well  as  school  boys. 

The  general  work  of  this  detail  includes  many  things  such  as  general  carpentry, 
interior  decorating,  plastering,  finishing  and  refinishing  furniture,  painting  and 
handiwork  with  small  tools.    During  the  past  year,  a  better  training  program  has 
been  organized  due  to  the  expanded  work  of  the  detail. 

The  output  in  general  on  this  detail  is  very  good.    The  boys  receive  training 
axid  practical  experience  in  many  jobs  and  construction  projects  iliat  will  benefit 
them  greatly  later.    Emphasis  is  placed  upon  quality  rather  than  quantity.    If  the 
work  is  not  correct  it  is  torn  apart  and  done  over  to  train  for  perfection.    Much  of 
the  major  construction  of  the  institution  is  done  by  this  detail.    Major  projects 
last  year  included  building  a  new  chicken  house,  building  new  brooder  houses,  plaster- 
ing in  the  laundry  as  part  of  the  laundry  remodeling,  helping  set  up  the  new  cannery 
and  building  the  new  maternity  wing  on  the  dairy  bam.    Many  small  projects  were 
built  in  the  shop. 

BOILER  HOUSE 

The  boiler  house  is  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Martin  Anderson  and  Ifr,  Edwin 
Solee.    The  boiler  house  provides  steam  for  heat  and  the  laundry,  creamery,  smd  kit- 
chen.   It  also  provides  water  and  keeps  the  equipment  in  good  operating  condition. 

"The  improvements  on  this  detail  have  been  many  this  year.    We  have  converted 
the  boiler  to  a  selective  high  to  low  pressure  system.    There  is  also  a  new  steam 
line  to  Cottages  A  and  C.    We  have  also  added  a  new  duplex  vacuum  and  return  con- 
densate boiler  feed  pumps,"  said  Mr.  Melvin  Mohler,  shops  and  maintenance  chief. 

This  detail  is  not  a  work  detail  in  the  sense  of  other  details.    All  work  is 
confined  mainly  inside  the  boiler  house,  except  for  minor  maintenance  checks,  repairs 
on  steam  radiators  and  repairs  of  steam  appliances.    This  detail  also  inspects  daily 
the  heating  boilers  of  the  gym  and  Cottages  D,  E,  and  F, 

"C"  DETAIL 

Under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Harold  Anderson  the  "C"  detail  boys  are  the  %ager 
beavers'  of  the  grounds.    Doing  jobs  such  as  raking  leaves,  mowing  lawns  and  shoveling 
snow  help  the  boys  take  pride  in  their  work«    There  are  thirty-six  boys  on  this  de- 
tail.   They  do  any  odd  jobs  whenever  and  wherever  they  are  needed. 


DIETARY 


The  dietary  ia  under  the  supervision  of  iJu-ee  people,  Ifr.  Charles  Briggs,  th@ 
head  cook  and  chief  of  the  dietary,  Ifrs.  Christine  Wallace,  assistant  cook,  and  Ifrs, 
Ethel  Trimborn,  head  of  the  dining  room* 

Many  new  inqprovements  have  been  made  in  the  dietary  this  past  year*  Baking 
bread  is  the  latest  large  project  that  the  dietary  has  started.    Approximately  sixty 
loaves  of  bread  are  made  daily,    A  new  proofing  box,  which  is  used  in  raising  the 
bread,  is  an  improvement  which  is  a  great  help,    A  new  bread  cabinet  has  been  added 
to  the  kitchen*    Along  with  making  bread  the  dietary  now  makes  its  own  ice  cream. 

The  main  job  of  the  dietary  is  the  preparing  and  serving  of  food  and  keeping 
the  dietary  clean.    There  are  usually  twenty-one  boys  on  the  dietary  detail  on 
ferent  shifts  during  the  day.    Eleven  of  these  boys  work  in  the  kitchen  and  the 
other  ten  work  in  the  dining  room,

INFIRMARY 

The  infirmary,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs,  Betty  Butler,  provides  medical  care 
for  Sick  and  injured  boys  and  also  takes  measures  to  prevent  illnesses.    The  enlarge- 
ment of  the  infirmary  diaring  the  past  year  has  helped  in  making  the  infirmary  more 
efficient. 

In  preventative  measure  the  infirmary  gives  a  complete  physical  checkup  to  each 
boy  on  admission  to  the  institution.    Also  on  entering  all  boys  are  given  innocula- 
tions  for  diptheria,  tetanus,  pertussus,  and  small  pox  vaccinations.    Tick  (spotted 
fever)  innoculations  are  given  every  spring  to  all  the  boys. 


In  caring  for  the  sick  or  injured  the  infirmary  has  two  wards  with  a  total  of 
nine  beds.    Doctors  at  the  Garberson  Clinic  examine  and  treat  cases  as  necessary, 
Dr,  Nansel,  dentist,  gives  all  emergency  dental  work.    Seriously  ill  boys  are  hos»" 
pitalized  at  Holy  Rosary  Hospital  for  twenty-fotir  hour  care  by  doctors.    Daily  "sick 
call"  is  conducted  every  morning  after  breakfast  smd  the  nurse  is  on  twenty-four 
hour  call  for  any  emergency. 

During  the  past  year  thirteen  boys  have  been  fitted  for  glasses,  one  boy  re- 
ceived a  complete  upper  and  lower  set  of  teeth,  six  boys  have  had  illnesses  serious 
enough  for  hospi-telization  and  five  boys  have  had  bone  fractures.    In  one  year*® 
time  the  infirmary  has  administered  one  hundred  forty-five  penicillin  shots,  two 
hundred  sixty-nine  DPT  shots,  eighty-eight  small  pox  vaccinations,  two  hundred  forty 
tick  shots  and  has  taken  one  hundred  two  blood  tests.

FARM 


Ft.  Merritt  Boddy  is  Acting  Farm  Manager.    Under  his  direction  the  supervisors 
of  farm  work  are:    Fred  Wamholt,  farm  supervisor;  Orville  Carroll,  farmer;  Sherman 
Grandall,  dairyman;  George  Browning,  gardener;  Glen  Waddell,  farmer;  Dwight  Riley, 
food  process  supervisor.    Principally,  these  men  supervise  the  operation  of  a  four 
himdred  acre  irrigated  stock  farm  in  conjunction  with  the  training  and  rehabilitation 
of  boys  in  vocational  agriculture. 

Improvements  in  livestock  quality  this  year  have  been  extensive.    A  dairy  breed- 
ing program  in  co-operation  with  the  Huntley  Experiment  Station  continues  to  improve 
the  Holstein  stock,    ]jnproved  feeder  pigs  heve  been  developed  by  using  the  Hamprace 
Yorkshire  Cross  recommended  by  Fort  Keogh  experiments.    A  much  better  poultry  flock 
is  in  evidence  since  the  switch  from  Leghorns  and  Rhode  Island  Reds  to  the  improved 
Leghamp  Cross.    Satisfying  improvement  in  productivity  of  irrigated  farm  lands  is 
being  realized  as  a  result  of  improved  irrigation  practices,  land  leveling,  and  a 
long  term  crop  rotation  plan.    Building  improvements  include  four  new  brooder  house- 
es,  one  new  chicken  house,  and  a  maternity  addition  on  the  barn.    Considerable  im- 
provement in  roads,  fences,  and  feed  racks  also  add  efficiency  to  farm  facilities. 

Field  crops  produced  on  the  farm  in  1956  included  250  tons  of  alfalfa,  745  bush- 
els of  barley,  400  tons  of  corn  silage  amd  lesser  amounts  of  pasture  hay  and  grain  hgy. 
In  the  garden  area  184,466  pounds  of  produce  were  harvested.    Twenty-one  varieties  of 
root  vegetables  and  vine  fruits  and  vegetables  were  grown  in  1956.    A  good  percentage 
of  the  ^rdcn  produce  was  preserved  either  by  canning  or  freezing.    Eleven  thousand 
two  hundred  pounds  of  carrots,  beans,  and  com  were  frozen.    Canned  goods  numbered 
2,656  gallons  including  500  gallons  of  tomato  juice,  600  gallons  of  pickles,  445  gal- 
lons of  beans,  425  gallons  of  tomatoes  and  lesser  amounts  of  several  other  vegetables. 

CREAMERY— RffiAT  HOUSE— CANNERY 

Mr.  Dwight  Riley  is  the  supervisor  of  the  meat  house  and  creamery.  Essentially 
this  detail's  duties  are  processing  of  all  food  which  is  produced  on  the  farm  from 
the  time  it  is  produced  to  its  entrance  into  the  store  house.    This  includes  butch- 
ering, meat  cutting,  pasteurizing,  making  butter  and  ice  cream,  handling  eggs  and 
garden  produce,  cleaning  and  care  of  all  milking  machines  and  equipment,  as  well  as 
packaging,  portioning,  and  delivering  store  orders. 

Considerable  effort  is  being  made  toward  raising  the  sanitation  standards  of  this 
area,    A  small  auxiliary  pasteiirizer  has  been  acquired  and  is  soon  to  be  installed. 

Much  of  the  92  tons  of  summer  garden  produce  was  handled  through  this  department 
thus  reducing  waste  and  facilitating  increase  in  vegetable  canning  to  2,656  gallons  md 
freezing  to  11,200  pounds  in  1956.    Three  "all  day"  boys  and  one  or  more  school  boys 
work  on  this  detail.    During  canning  season  ( July-August-September )  a  special  detail  of 
twelv©  boys  was  assigned  under  the  supervision  of  Dave  Shank  to  process  gmrden  produce. 

An  equiTalent  of  about  sixteen  hogs  and  five  beef  cattle  are  butchered,  out,  jaick- 
aged,  and  delivered  for  consumption  each  month.    About  4,000  gallons  of  raw  milk  are 
processed  into  an  average  of  2,000  gallons  of  pasteurized  drinking  milk,  140  gallons 
of  cream,  300  pounds  of  butter,  and  50  ^llons  of  ice  cream  per  month.    About  400  doz- 
en eggs  are  cleaned  and  packaged  in  an  average  month.    Skimmed  milk  is  fed  to  the  hogs. 

Th»  ouiqput  in  energy  (boy  and  supervisor)  dwarfs  the  above  mentioned  produce  out- 
put, according  to  the  most  reliable  man  and  boy  authority.    This  can  well  be  under- 
stood by  anyone  who  understands  the  standards  of  cleanliness  required  in  this  -type  of 
detail.    It  involves  the  scrubbing  of  about  170  individiaal  pieces  of  equipment  daily 
and  delivery  to  more  than  a  dozen  different  locations. 


ELECTRICAL  AND  PLUMBING 


The  electrical  and  plumbing  detail  is  the  first  step  towards  a  new  organised 
detail  which  has  just  been  started  this  past  year. 

Mr.  William  Striker  is  the  supervisor  of  this  detail  and  he  has  three  boys 
working  with  him.    The  work  of  this  detail  includes  electrical,  plumbing,  installa- 
tion and  repair  work. 

This  new  department's  first  big  job  was  the  remodeling  of  the  laimdry,  n^ioh 
involved  moving  one  washer  and  installing  a  newer  washer,  installing  two  dryers  and 
one  new  extractor,  changing  and  putting  in  a  new  steam  system,  hot  and  cold  water 
piping  and  installing  new  electrical  wiring  for  three  phase  220  volt  motors. 

LAUNDRY 

Ifr.  Donald  Wenstrom  is  the  supervisor  of  the  laundry  detail.    The  general  work 
of  this  detail  includes  sorting,  washing,  extracting,  drying  and  ironing  clothes  for 
the  boys,  cottages,  dining  room,  kitchen,  infirmary  and  en^jloyees. 

There  have  been  a  few  improvements  made  to  add  efficiency  to  the  laundry.  Few^ 
ly  installed  equipment  includes  two  drysrs,  a  washer  and  an  extractor  that  were  re- 
ceived from  Twin  Bridges.    The  laundry  hopes  to  have  three  new  washers  and  a  second 
extractor  soon.    The  brick  walls  are  being  plastered  and  will  be  painted  attractive 
colors. 

At  present  there  are  two  "all  day"  boys  working  in  the  laundry  and  two  boys 
who  work  from  1:00  p.m.  to  5:00  p.m. 

On  Monday  they  do  laundry  for  the  kitchen,  dining  room  and  boys'  clothing  from 
all  cottages.    On  Tuesday  the  kitchen,  dining  room,  employees,  meat  shop,  auto  shop 
and  dairy  barn  laundry  is  processed.    Wednesday's  laundry  includes  kitchen,  dining 
room,  bed  linen  from  Cottages  E  and  F,  dairy  barn.  Superintendent  Wolhowe's  and 
Dean  Thomte's  latmdry.    Thursday's  laundry  is  the  same  as  Monday's.    Friday  the 
kitchen,  dining  room,  dairy  bam  and  the  bed  linen  from  Cottages  A,  C  and  D  are 
washed.    On  Saturday  the  laundry  is  open  until  noon  and  infirmary,  dining  room, 
kitchen,  auto  shop,  dairy  bam  and  carpenter  shop  laundry  is  processed. 

STORE 

Mr.  and  Ifrs.  Jerome  Cooksey  are  the  supervisors  of  the  store.    The  Cooksey 
family  has  been  employed  at  S.  I.  S.  since  1953. 

The  general  work  of  this  detail  is  issuing  food,  hardware  of  all  kinds,  janitor 
supplies  and  hospital  supplies  and  keeping  a  perpetual  inventory  of  all  items  in  the 
store  and  of  new  clothing  in  the  sewing  room.  Ordering  food  quarterly  and  compiling 
monthly  reports  of  everything  used  and  where  used  are  other  store  duties* 

Mr.  Cooksey  also  carries  the  mail  to  and  from  the  town  post  office  and  trans- 
ports the  school  teachers  and  office  workers  to  and  from  their  residences  in  town*

The  other  shows 
Tsakaka  Wia,  the  Shoshoni  Bird  Woman,  more  commonly 
known  as  Sacajawea,  pointing  the  way  up  the  Jeffer- 
son River  for  westward  passage  across  the  Rockies 
to  Merriwether  Lewis  and  William  Clark.    This  was
